JEWISH ORPHANAGE 


Mr. de Rothschild on the Changed 
System 

Presiding over the prize distribution to the pupils 
of the Jewish Orphanage, which took place at West 
Norwood on Sunday. ve Anthony de Rothschild 
made a statement on recent criticr#sms which had 
been uttered on changes that had been made at the 
Orphanage, of which he is President. 

Mr. de Rothschild said that he wished to explain 
one of the important changes since they last met 
there before the war. The girls and boys (who 
have returned from the evacuee school at Hertford) 
now went to the ordinary schools outside. They, 
on the Commuttee, had considered that very care- 
fully and had come to the conclusion that that 
was much better for the children and in accordance 
with modern ideas of education. It enabled their 
poys and giris to come in contact with the boys 
and girls outside, and ut prevented them living and 
bering contined to a hot-house existence. This new 
method equipped them better for life later on. In 
past years the Norwood children were, out of touch 
with the outside world. and that was a considerable 
disadvantage to them when they left thei home. 
[hey now received a fuller benefit from their educa- 
on by their contacts outside 

Before the war, continued the speaker, they were 
cramped tor room there, but now with more room 
they had been able to create a better home life and 
develop many of the activities which the children 
carried on in. the ¢ When t* fir st

Ihere had been some misunderstanding of what 
hey had aone continued Mi de Rothschild. and 
weriain individuals who would he nameless and 
who would have known. better had they taken the 
rouble to inquire (incidentally, here at Norwood 
hey were not responsible for adult education). had 
stutcd that by. these changes Norwood was ho 
longer. the Jewish Orphanage that it had. been for 
more thant 140 vears ihat was just not true, said 
Mr. de Rothschild, and it was -with confidence 
that he called on the Community to maintain and 
even merease ther support, so that they could 
continue the work they had taken over from their 
mr cdecessors. 

Farher in his address, Mr. de Rothschild said a 
great deal had happened in the last few years. 
Ihey were glad to be. back at Norwood, and they 
looked iorward to a future of renewed 
ind ‘renewed activity all depended on the 
childret who. he was glad to sav. were working 
hard and making the most of the opportunitics they 
Were Vetting there 

Ihere was @ great deal, he went on. still to be 
done at Norwood. Some of their rooms had éur- 
ived better than they had expected, but there was 
obviously @ great deal to be made good as and 


when conditions permitted. The Community must 
heip them not only to make their home as it used 
io. be. but even better lher Synagogue had 


Suffered a great deal, and its restoration must be 
one of the earhest tasks to be undertaken 
strom the figures given to. him. said Mr. de 
Kothschild, he was pleased to. record that some 
‘SO old Norwood boys served in the Forces during 
the war.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Wisdom True & False 


“ He in whom the fear of sin comes before 
wisdom, his wisdom shall endure; but he in whom 
wisdom comes before the fear of sin, his wisdom 
will not endure.”—Aboth i, 11.) 


N this teaching of one of our Rabbis a profound 
truth ts em died which is strikinely applic- 

able to the troubled state of the world to-day. 
ir stresses the intimate connection between Kknow- 
iedge and morality. Although inicliect 1s the 
hichest of man’s endowments, its effect upon the 
happiness of the individual and the race is deter- 
mined by the acceptance or rejection of ethical 
disciphine. The human brain is an instrument 
capable of producing incalculable benefit or 
working immeasurable harm, and the criterion 1s 
the recognition of the reality of sin. Never before 
has it become so evident that man's “ wisdom,” 
which has secured for him the biessings of civilisa- 
son, is now threatening his very existence. It ts 
mo exaggeration to assert that the destiny of the 
human race depends upon the acknowledgment in 
our time of the Rabbimc dictum as a truc state- 
ment of fact. 

Here. as iff SO many other matiers touchme the 
fundamentals of social life, Judaism has played the 
role. of pioneer In proclaiming that man’s 
mower of acquiring and developing krowicdge 1s 
e Divine endowment, ft has consistently advocated 
the right of all to the fullest exercise of this. gift 
Whereas, until modern times, education was the 

ivilege of a small minority, the Jews were the 
est to institute a system of nation-wide schooling 
The highest value was placed upon learning: 
scholars were honoured and illiteracy was_regarded 
as a stigma, Historians have paid tribute to the 
zeal with which Jews kept the lamp of scholarship 
burning during the céniuries when the Christian 
world was enveloped in intellectual darkness 


[MPORTANT to note in this connection is the 
special quality which Jewry has always 
associated with learning That characteristic. 1s 
élearly evident in the daily prayer which is _ pre- 
scribed for the Jew to offer: “ Thou favourest 
man with knowledge, and teachest mortals under- 
standing favour -us with knowledge, under- 
standing, and discernment ‘from Thee.” Upon 
1s petition the late Chief Rabbi remarked, 

Throughout Scripture, ‘ wisdom” 1s regarded as 
essential to moral living.’ The converse, however, 
is equally true: moral living was held by Judaism 
to be essential to wisdom Since, as the prayer 
stresses, it emanates from God, it must be employed 
to filfil the _purpose for which He made it part 
of man’s equipment. To utilise the gift in a man- 
ner which leads to human dezradaiiwn and suffering 
can be nothing else than desecration. 

A favourite Biblical text of the Jewish student 
was. “ The beginning of wisdom is the fear of the 
Lord Accordingly his brain could not be dis- 
connected from his heart. What the brain dictated 
was first tested by the heart before it was accepted. 
[he reverence of God which possessed his soul 
influenced his mind and coloured his thoughts 
Learning: and morality proceeded side by side, 
each exercising control over the other. His daily 
study was, in fact, part of his service of God, and 
was commenced with prayer and ended with prayer. 
Even when the field of study extended beyond the 
eonfines of Torah and includéd scholarship of a 
ecular character, {he same principle was apphed. 
Our greatest authority on this subject, Moses 
Maimonides, wrote’ uy his’ “ Guide for the 
Perplexed,” “ The intellect which emanates trom 
God unto us is the link that joins us to God. You 
have it in your power to strengthen that bond, ul 
you choose to do so, of to weaken it gradually ull 
it breaks, if you prefer this. It will only become 
trong when you employ it in the love of God 
ind seek that love: it will be weakened when you 
lyrect your thoughts to other things.” 


f bi wisdom which springs from so exalted a 
motive, preceded as it 1s by the fear of sin, 
of enduring character. lives on and imecreases 
hie for the human race. Bui we have learnt to 
our bitter cost how deadly in its effect 1s the 
kind of wisdom which is directed to destructive 
purposes. The question is being hotly debated at 
hé present time whether the scientist is justified 

n pursuing his researches regardless of the use to 
which his discoveries may be put. The defenders 
science claim that no responsibility attaches 
hereto if its findings prove to be in practice a 
urse instead of a blessing by. making possible 
Jestruction of life and property on a scale hitherto 
undreamed of. But surely. it is. wrong to discuss 
he question merely as a theoretical proposition. 
it a matter which involves the continued 
‘xustence of civilisation. 

Jinless the new wisdom which has passed into 
man’s possession “comes after the fear of sin,” 
that is to say, unless the advancement in know- 
ledge is accompanied by a parallel advancement 
in ethical standards, it cannot endure because tt will 
reduce the world to a state of chaos. Why rebuild 
the ru:ims of the last war, if vastly imecreased 
destruction will be the consequence of a future 
war for which preparation is already being made? 
Ot what use are schemes for social amelioration 
when research is being feverishly carried on to per- 


fect the power to turn éntire cities into rubble 


i an instant and wipe out their inhabitants’? The 
Rabbi's distinction. between wisdom true and (false, 
ind his insistence that the human inielicct. must. be 
ontrolled by the fear of God if it is to prove an 
imstrument for good, are vital issues upon which 
he future of mankind will turn.

UNRRA OFFICIALS’ BIAS 
AGAINST PALESTINE 
Attempt to Influence D.P.s 


The 1,100 inmates of the camp for displaced Jews 
m Turin Staged 4 protest demonstration against the 
attempts of local Unrra officials to influence them 
against choosing Palestine as the country to which 
they wished to emigrate. The incident occurred 
when Unrra instituted a new poll to determine the 
emigration wishes of the Jewish D.P.s in [tals 

Phe protest was called off after the officials avreed 
fo permit the camp committce to conduct the poll. 
The results revealed that only ten of the camp 
inmates wanted to go anywhere apart from 

alestine 

In the (Cremona DP the Jews refused to 
take part in the poll, insisting that they had already 
indicated their choice many times previously. 


The Central Committee of the Organisation ‘of 
Jewish Refugees in Italy recently submitted to the 
Allied Control Commission and Unrra a 
memorandum asking that the Pascist Ukrainians 
who took part in a May Day attack on Jews in the 
Reggio Emilia camp, resulting in the death of one 
and the serious injury of. several others. be 
punished. 

During the clash, the Ukrainians rormer mem- 
bers of military units commanded by the renegade 
Russian General Viasov, broke up a May Dav meet- 
ing organised by the Jews. [hey attacked the 
demonstrators and shouted, Long live Hitler, long 
hve Pectlura. long live Mussolini.” 


U.S. ZONE OPEN TO JEWISH D.P«s 


A high-ranking American military official told a 

T.A. correspondent that the borders of the US 
zone of Germany would remain open to Jewish 
retugees from Czechoslovakia and other countries 

The officer said that the Army was taking 
“absolutely no action" to prevent the entrance of 
displaced Jews and was giving the new afrivals 
the same and privileges as the older D.P s. 
thus abandoning the policy of establishing separate 
camps for “ infiltrees.” Although asserting that the 
D.P.s now had more living. room than. individual 
Germans, the officer admitted that the constant flow 
of refugees would probably necessiiate the opening 
of new camps 

‘From another source the ‘correspondent learns 
that the Army will soon open five new entry stations 
along the eastern border of the zone and that 
Unrra will establish three reception camps on the 
border. He was also informed that a camp accom- 
modating 3.000 persons would. be onened later this 
month in Windshemm. near Nurembere 

Ihe Army has authorised Unrra to issue S00 
calories oi al food daily to ws 
in communities which are not attached to treeulas 
displaced persons camps. This order will increase 
the ration of the $o0-called “free living persons’ 
to 2,200 calories daily, 200 more than is-allotted to 
residents of D.P. camps 

Ihe only food assured to the “ free living Jews 
however, is-the 500 calories supphed by Unrra. The 
remaining 1,700 must be bought on the open 
German market where there is great scarcity and 
shopkeepers are reluctant to -sell those rationed

POLISH JEW’S PERFIDY 


[From our Correspondent-—Warsaw] 


The trial was recently concluded before the Polish 
Special Court in Lublin of a Jew, Maks Heinberg, 
otherwise Simon Falek, who was sentenced. to 
death for carrying out German instructions during 
the occupation and for ill-treating tus fellow-Jews. 

Falek was chief of the Jewish police in Borvslaw. 
in Southern Poland, now incorporated in Soviet 
Russia, and was alleged to have blackmai#ed local 
Jews into giving up their gold and jewellery under 
threat of imtorming against them to the Nazis. 
Accused pleaded that he had acted in self-defence 
and had not intended to betray the Jews. The court, 
after prolonged deliberation, refused to accept 
his plea and sentenced him to be hanged. 

Several thousand Polish Jews were pressed into 
service by the Nazis to police their fellow-Jews 
Most of these put up a gallant resistance to their 
Nazi slave-drivers, many of them facing the death 
penalty rather than carry out the Nazi orders. A 
few, however, trom weakness or cowardice or 
worse, fell to the lowest human depths and _per- 
formed that unforgivable sin of -Mosserut, the 
betrayal of their brother Jews. 

In the end, however, these wretches derived no 
bencfit from their villainy, being destroyed by the 
Nazis alongside the rest. of the Jewish population, 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to the sur- 
viving Jews to know that Falek is, so far, the only 
Jewish collaborator to have been found alive in 
Poland.

WHATEVER views they may hold on the Palestine 
problem, people both here and in the United States can- 
not but lament the contention it has bred between these 
two nations who surely need to stand more than ever 
together in the present critical phase of world affairs.

The most ardent of Mr. Brevin's supporters 
have excused his pas as a*irank incautious emana- 
tion ot his heart rather than an expression of considered 
judement, and have attributed it to a momentary yielding 
edadsyperation at America’s “ unhelpful” pin-pricking on 
the Palestine problem. [This ts a very human explanation, 
winch imagimative Americans will appreciate even if they 
do not accept it as an excuse. But in the heht of Senator 
loOuNSONS precise challenges ut also involves the risk that

Ins yet another direction the Foreign Secretary was no 
less ill-advised-—-we refer to his warning to the Jews that 
they were creating anti-Semitism in the British Army. We 
are certain that he did not realise how humiliatingly this 
warning—not the first of its kind that has fallen from a 
high Minister of State in this country-—fell on Jewish ears; 
or grasp its implication that in his view Jews are finally 
influenced in their. political judgment not by what is right 
or wrong in their conscience but by - motives of selfish 
expediency, in other words, by regard for the safety ol, their.

Wer would direct earnest attention to a letter this week trom 
Mr. Leonard Montefiore and Mr, H. Oscar Joseph, describing 
the work of the Central British: Fund tor Jewish Relhet. and 
Rehabilitation, an organisation. the value and magnitude: ot 
whose work in carmg tor the specifically Jewish aspects ot 
stricken Continental Jewry’s needs is. not ‘yet fully grasped 
here. It is & magnificent, indeed holy. work, which no truly 
Jewish heart could hesitate to. support, ‘once it properly 
understood. It demands resources, however, which do justice 
to the extent and importance of tts labours, which are heavy, 
Some may teel that the figure of £730,000 so far collected 
which sinchides covenanted: contributions spread over years 
iS ampressive. But-when compared wih the pregency of the 
work itis far from being so. Indeed the magnificent work tll 
now accomplished plus. the commitments for its continuance 
until the summer of 1947 already’ completely absorbs the 
available money... Meanwhile the Fund, under the powertul 
pressure of the worthiness of the cause, has agreed to under- 
take two more tasks, this: time m Poland. One js to help 
equip the homes for the aged in that country, and the other 
is to provide the Jewish doctors there with instruments to 
carry out thew beneficent work. But the cash for this -has 
to be found. It is unthinkable that so Jewish and indispensable 
a cause should be permitted to languish, and the devastated 
lewries be left to their fate. It would be cruel to these helpless 
people subjected to experiences winch we in this country merci- 
fully escaped, and nt would be an ill service, too, to the Jewish 
name. We beg those who have not yet contributed to the 
Fund to do so now, and appeal earnestly to those who have 
already grven to search their resources-—and their consciences 

to see whether they cannot add sull further to their generosity, 
One point is worth noting. It is sometimes contended that 
the Fund has devoted the bulk of ‘its assistance to German 
lewry to the neglect of the pitiable remnant m Poland. This 
is & Misapprehension, Quite apart from the two new ™ jobs” 
which, as mentioned above, the Fund is shouldering for Polish 
Vewrs, the fact is that by far the bulk of the beneficiaries 
of the. Fund's work tn the camps and elsewhere in Germany 
are Polish Jews. As Mr. Bartley Crum has reminded: tis, all 
that is left of Crerman Jewry is a paltry few thousand.

REALITY OF THE YISHUY 


Prof. Brodetsky’s Rousing 
Manchester Address 


Brethren from many parts of the British Isles 
and Eure assembled at Maccabecan House, Man- 
chester, tor the 49th annual Grand Beacon meeting 
of the Order of Ancientg Maccabeans, were 
heartened by the optimism of their Grand Com- 
mander, Professor Selig Brodetsky, in an address 
reviewing the Palestine situation 

Though they had just celebrated victory, began 
Prof. Brodectsky. as far as the Jews were concerned 
the war was not vet over. In various countries of 
Europe, as he had just read in. Tue Jewisn 
Cnronictt, the position of Jewry was not one to 
give them conhdence. 

Hic deplored the attrttude of delay taken up by 
the world, which allowed the Jews to zo on hving 
im the camps on the Continent. 

Yet the nauions could hurry. When Bevin thought 
something should be done about Transjordan tt 
was done in record time. When was necessary 
to deal with 160.000 Polish soldiers, there was no 
delay 

Referring to the most recent capture by the 
British Navy of a shipload of “illegal” immi- 
grants, the speaker said it was a picture of utter 
absurdity—-capturing these Jews and deducting their 
number from quotas which did not exist. He 
expressed agreement with a letter in THe JrwisH 
CHRONICLE about the term “ illegal. Human 
beings could not be prevented from saving their 
ives. by laws. he said 

Alter reviewing the Anglo-American Committee s 
report, Prot. Brodetsky put the question, “* Where 
do we stand’ and rephed by saying that the 
most important thing to remember was that im 
Palestine there +s at last a Jewish reality. In this 
country and in America, there was no reality. What 
had been built up here could be destroyed over-

Why should Russa be proud of being able 
to put 10,000,000 men in the field? Why should 
not we be proud? 

” We are now in the midst of the greatest battle 
we have had to fight for many centuries. We have 
made great progress im Palestine. We have: made 
progress in making people realise that the 
Government s policy in Palestine 1s wrong 

“I beheve we shall go on—that the building up 
of the Jewish National Home will go on—and I 
hope that next year we shall be still more powerful.”’

British benevolence! The most that we ask for 
to-day is British non-interference. Of course, we 
speak in, bitterness. We are a people fighting with 
our backs to the wall. This thing to us ts a matter 
of life and death. 

‘We ask of Great Britain.” said Dr. Silver, “ and 
I say this with all the earnestness that | am capable 
of, please do not drive us to despair. 

When he was in Palestine a few months pre- 
viously, the proud ships of the British Navy were 
patrolling the coast, not hunfing for enemy sub- 
marines. but to keep innocent Jewish men, women, 
and children from finding a place of refuge alter 
all their terrible sufferings. “1 Could almost hear

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Ministry of Education recently announced 
that special steps were being taken to assist the 
many thousands of prospective teachers awaning 
admussion to Emergency Training Colleges by find- 


ing them temporary employment and by helping 
them to maintain their miterest in the education 
service and the work of thew future profession 


These steps will include employment as temporary 
teachers, or on youth work or on clerical work 
in schools of in the offiwes of the local education 
authorities. Acceptance for admission to a College 
will in itself qualify for ¢mployment as a temporary 
teacher. Local education authoriies will also 
advise accepted candidates about part-time courses 
and assist them with their reading or study. The 
waiting ‘period for admission to training colleges 
is unfortunately likely to be rather long, because 
of the lack of accommodation and of teaching 
staff, which makes the opening of new colleges a 
necessarily protracted business, so that the new 
steps should be helpful in bridging a waiting period 
which might otherwise discourage potentially good 
teachers. As the programme for the opening of 


new colleges takes more definite shape, selected 
candidates will be told more precisely how long 
they will have to wait for admission, so that they 


will be able 1o know how long they should continue 
in their present work of fo: what period they 
should seck temporary employment
